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How  many  Older  Illinoisans  are  there? 


•  About  one  in  every  10  persons  in  Illinois- 
is  age  65  or  over  -  a  total  of  1,095,922; 
persons. 

•  In  this  century,  the  percent  of  Illinois'! 
population  65+  more  than  doubled  (4.0% 
in  1900  to  9.9%  in  1970). 

•  The  older  population  in  Illinois  is  growing! 
older.  In  1900,  28%  of  the  population  65+ 
were  age  75+.  In  1970,  39%  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  65+  were  age  75+. 

•  The  proportion  of  population  65+  varies 
by  race  and  language:  10.5%  of  all  whites 
are  65+,  5.7%  of  all  blacks  are  65+,  and 
2.4%  of  all  Spanish  speaking  persons  are 
65+.

Where  do  Older  Persons  live  in  Illinois? 

•  Eight  in  every  10  older  persons  live  in 
urban  areas  (generally  places  with  over 
2,500  population). 

•  Nearly  half  of  the  population  65+  (47%) 
reside  in  Cook  County.  About  one-third 
of  the  population  65+  reside  within  the 
City  of  Chicago. 


What  are  the  living  arrangements  of  Older  Per¬ 
sons  in  Illinois? 

•  The  majority  of  persons  65+  live  with 
family  (65.8%) 

•  About  29%  of  the  older  population  live 
alone  or  without  relatives.

About  10%  of  all  persons  75+  live 
in  institutions.

65+  are  below  the  poverty  level. 

•  Seven  in  every  10  unrelated  individuals* 
65+  have  incomes  of  less  than  $3,000.

•  About  56%  of  all  families  in  Illinois  have  incomes  over  $10,000  compared  to  28%  for 
families  with  head  65+  and  4%  for  unrelated  individuals*  65+. 


Where  do  Illinois'  Older  Persons  get  their  money? 

•  Families  headed  by  a  person  65+  receive  57.6%  of  their  income  from  earnings.  Families 
headed  by  a  person  under  65  receive  94.4%  of  their  income  from  earnings. 

•  Families  headed  by  a  person  65+  with  incomes  below  the  poverty  level  receive  over 
three-fourths  of  their  income  from  Social  Security  benefits  and  about  1 1%  from  earnings.
